Sir Garnet Woltwley is said by his 
envious detractors to be a lucky man. 
The secret of his good 111 k, how, mt. 
is that be knows what nught to l>e 
done anil does it well. Ha is superi- 
or |o his Mihordiu lies and they know 
it. His training has been thorough. 
He has seen ranch bar 1 service and 
bus profited by it. A few incidents of 
Ilia early culver will show the school 
in which hfl was I rained. His tirsi 
battlefield w.is in Binniah, in 1853: 

At the beginning of March, lH.'):t, be 
arrived at, Donabew by sea, and on 
the 7ih of too month wont under fire 
in the operations against Mvul-loon, a 
noted Burmese lender, 

On March 19th Myat-toon's strong- 
hold was Miece.-s fully saormed. Toe 
'It Ht attnek wns ifpuNc! with some 
loss. Ivisign 'Wolscley was well in 
front of his men, and had reached 
within twenty yards of the hostile 
works, when suddenly the earth g>ive 
wny beneath his feet, and he found 
himself at the bottom of a concealed 
pit with a stike in it. 

When bis men were beat .mi bick he 
was in great danger, b.it he manag- 
ed to escape without even a wound, 
though much shaken by the fall. 

A second attack being decided on, 
the commanding officer of the Eigh- 
tieth called for nn officer to lead a 
storming party from that rogiment. 

Ensign Woleeley at once stepped to 
the front, and hastily Collecting such 
of lis own men as were at hand, made 
a rush up the narrow path by which 
only the enemy's ' '.-orks could be 
reached. 

Another detachment had been sent 
on the sain I dangerous business from 
ihe Fifly First Regiment, It was led 
!>v Lieutenant Taylor, who raced with 
Ensign Wolseley for ihe honor of be- 
ing the lirst man in. 

Only two could move abreast, and 
ihegillant yonng officers evidently 
rushed On to tin ir destruction. Both 
were shot in the thigh. 

Taylor bled to death in a few min- 
utes, but Wolseley, pressing his 
fingers Oil the arteries of his thigh, 
clucked the flow of blood. Grievous 
lv wonndcl and lying helpless on the 
groutiil, Wolseley waved his sword 
and cheered his men on to the assaull, 
which this lime wib successful. 

When he first fell, some of his men 
offered to cirrv bim to the rear, bat he 
refused all assistance till the p i.-ition 
had boon taken. ATler sewer*] months 
of suffering and danger, be was sent 
home on sick leave. 

W.dselcy's regiment sailed from 
Dub in on November 19th. 1854, and 
landed on lialaklavn on December 
•lib. of that year 

Chi August 80th, he was assisting 
some sappers to till wiih stones sonic 
gabions which the Russians had up- 
set just before a sortie, when a round 
shot dashed into the middle of the 
group. 

lie had just lime to cry. "Look 
out !" when the whole party lay pros- 

irate on the ground. The round shot 

h.ul struck a gabion, scattering the 
stones with resistless force. 

One of l he sappers had his head 
taken oil. and Ins companion was dis- 
embowelled. Both were killed instant- 
ly, and Wolseley himself, lying by

A sergeant of sappers, finding that 
he still breathed, picked hi in. up. and 
afier a time be revived sufficiently to 
be able, with the help of the sergeant 
and Prince Victor of llolicnlohe. to 
stagger a-t far as the doctor's hut.

ItncotlfoioUS. Prince Victor asked 
the doctor to look at. him.

Wolseley, aroused and irritated by 
this cool wav of dismissing him to 
the other world, turned round and 
said, " I'm worth a good nianvdcail 
men yet !" an opinion which was 
confirmed when he received the doc- 
tor's attention.

George's Monastery, situat- 
ed on the seaeoast, not far from Ba 
la kla va, and there he passed some 
weeks in a cave, as the sight of Hrnth 
eyes was ioo much injured to subject 
them to the light.

Bringing the Head to Life. 

The idea of pouring plaster of Paris 

in a liquid slate into the moulds left by 
the bodies in the soft ash did not no 
cur to any lid it suddenly Hashed 
across Eeuvlh about SO years ago. Of 
the remains of the ISO human beings 
discovered in Pompeii in l he first hun- 
dred years of the exavaiion there is 
consequently only a wcitten record. 
It, is only from lue "Journal of Ksaa- 
vntion" for the year 1881 that we know 
of the touching and famous sigln 
which greeted the eves of the lirst dis- 
coveries of ihe "House of the Faun." 
On the floor of the banqueting hall 
lay the body of a woman, probably the 
the mistress of the house, with her 
jewels scattered where she had thrown 
thom in despair of rescue or escape. 
Thi" roof had been crushed in by the 
weight of falling ash and pumice stone, 
and the hands of the dying woman 
were oiilst rciched in a vain effort to 
keep off t be impending weight. Parts 
of the body and clot bing could si ill be 
made out. and a drawing could he 
made of one charming foot, But such 
records are lifeless and lame indeed 
beside the extraordinary portrait, sta- 
tues which arc now to "be SOPH in the 
little museum at Pompeii. There are 
nine of these, Of were a verv short 
time since, and 10 See them is like see- 
ing the men and women themselves 
of eighteen centuries ago. Fiorel- 
li's method is as simple as pos- 
sible. A small opening is made. 
the plaster is delicately pour- 
ed in. and when it has bad time to 
harden, the surface crust, of uh is 
peeled off, and the man or woman 
comes back :o life again. The details 
of clothing and feature have all left 
their mark nil the soft ash. and are all 
faithfully preserved in ihe plaster cast. 
The results achieved by Kiorelli are 
striking, and complete. Take the cast 
of the eldery slave, forinsiauoe, proba- 
bly a man of some sixty yens old.

INDUCTIVE METHOD IN SCIENCE. 

The professor opened his remarks 
with a lucid explanation of the 
significations of Deduction and 
Induction.

One of the 
most pleasing of his illustrations was 
that .of the cause of dew. In •former 
tinies. different opinions were held as 
to its cause, such U the effect of the 
moon ami stars, from tine falling 
drops and other causes. All these 
wire found to be wrong through an 
experiment of Dr. Wells, who, by 
means of an experiment, at length 
proved the cause of dew is the con- 
densation of moisture upon bodies 
made cold by radiation.
